“! had nothing to do with any 
rumors,” said Heenan, conveying 
apparent sincerity, 

Heenan didn’t lie. He had /itt/e 
to do with public skepticism about 
the Vachon-Gagne championship 
team. This ran too deep, cut across 
ethnic, age, and religious lines. 
People had trouble accepting two 
men of such diverse backgrounds 
on One team. 

“When me and Verne first 
started talkin’ about formin’ a 
team, we knew fans wouldn't want 
to accept us.” said Vachon. 
“People don’t like to think two 
guys like us who used to hate each 
other could ever be friends or 
partners.
